Four lots donated by the Hudson Bay Company were the site of the first school in Edmonton. Located at 105 Street and 
99 Avenue, this school had one room and had one teacher, Mr. Harris. 


Although hard to believe, the Victoria Composite High School of today was once a ‘‘little red school house."’ Made of red 
brick, Victoria High School had only eleven classrooms and one laboratory in 1910. Vic, at this time, had only ten teachers. 
From 1911 to 1912, Vic was the only high school in Edmonton, but when the cities of Edmonton and Strathcona amalga- 
mated, Strathcona Composite High School became Edmonton's second high school. 


During the next few years, the number of students demanding high school education had increased so much that two 
basement rooms, a library and two science laboratories were added. In 1914, Vic, in a manner of speaking, overflowed. 
There were so many students enrolled that the commercial section was moved to McDougall Commercial High School 
where it remained until 1951. 


In 1951, the Edmonton Public School Board faced two problems: its overcrowded conditions and its limited number of 
courses. Consequently, the plans for Victoria Composite High School were approved and the building began to rise. It was 
situated in the area between the present-day vocational and academic buildings. Business education and industrial arts 
became a part of the curriculum. Upon the completion of the building, the classes from McDougall returned to Vic. It is also 
interesting to note that Vic was the first high school in Edmonton to have a swimming pool. 


In 1960, the Federal government passed a bill called the Technical and Vocational Act. This-was introduced after a survey 
was taken which showed that many students withdrew from high school before graduation 


owing to a lack of technical facilities. This insufficiency resulted in many unskilled and unem-. 


ployed workers in Canada. 

The Edmonton Public School Board received a grant to build a vocational school. The red 
brick Vic came down and Victoria Vocational High School and Victoria Composite High School 
were to be two separate schools although there would be an interchange of students. 


They remained separated until July 1, 1965. The two high schools then amalgamated to forma 
greater Victoria Composite High School.
